Noreform was ever accom- 
plished without stirring up the 
people. But few people are thor- 
oughly awake as to the need of 
deep religious reformation. They 
must be awakened, or dead form- 
alism will never have its ranks 
broken into. If we are soldiers, 
then we must fight. Not fight 
the forms and ceremonies so 
much, but show them the need 
of the power. Literature can go 
where we would hardly dare go 
and speak a word. The silent 
messenger can get in its work 
where you would hardly be wel- 
come. Smokeless powder is rec- 
ommended for use in carnal bat- 
tles so as to avoid suspicion on 


the part of theenemy. Wemust 
use wisdom. Jesus said, “Be 
wise as serpents.’’ Sow the seed, 
and keep atit. There isas much 
need for sowing the country 
*‘knee deep” with Pentecostal 
literature as the State of Maine 
with temperance literature. The 
prohibition of the liquor traffic 
is of vast importance. We would 
magnify its importance. But 
Bible salvation is of much more 
importance. We should not use 
any less energy to suppress and 
overthrow the abominable liquor 
traffic, but should exercise more 
energy in the rescue and salva- 
tion of the !ost souls, «vho, if not 
redeemed by the precious blood 
of Jesus, will sink into eternal 
dark despair forever and ever. 
It is said that soldiers must 
break step in marching over a 
bridge, for the vibration caused 
by their marching in step would 
shake down the most solid struc- 
ture. So to*break sin, and to 
usher in the reformation needed, 
we must keep up a steady march 
and step together. 
STICK TO IT AND KEEP AT IT 
should be our watchword. Every 


obstacle you may meet can be 
hurled out of the way by steady 
tramping. The plodding doing 
of your duty day after day will 
in time tumble it over. In any 
ta:k to which God sets you, per- 
severance is one power that is 
needed.

and cried loudly and energetic- 
ally, with a joyful ring in his 
voice, until all weresold in a few 
minutes, and the money for them 
was placed carefully in the hands 
of the little boy, who went hob- 
bling away, in much better spir- 
its than before. 

Confidence in yourself. Know- 
ing you are right and doing with 
your might is what wins. God 
will furnish the power, but you 
must give Him a chance to do it. 
Cry aloud and spare not.  Elev- 
enth hour laborers. Work hard. 
The sun will soon drop behind 
the western hills, and this world

In October the way opened 
to come here at Les Pralies, a 
house where several had received 
their Pentecost, mostly English 
people. In November was priv- 
ileged to attend the Conference

at Turich, where dear Pastor 
de Labilliere has a little Pente- 
costal group. Mr. and Mrs. Pol- 
man, of Amsterdam, Holland, 
were the main speakers of the 
Conference. Several received 
their Pentecost during that time, 
and since Among them Pastor 
de Labilliere’s four children, and 
at last he himself, in February, 
after waiting nearly four years. 
November 20th I came back here, 
and began small meetings among 
the French Swiss at Les Pralies, 
Gingins, Nyon, Gland, Lousanne 
and Geneva, going to these pla- 
ces once a week. Lousanne and 
Geneva are the largest and prin- 
cipal cities in French Switzer- 
land. Much harm has been done 
in Lousanne, and it is very diffi- 
cult to work there, but the Lord 
opened a private house, where 
the meetings are being held, as 
elsewhere. 

The reason why the Swiss peo- 
ple are so hard to work with is: 
The state church was all there 
was for years till it had nothing, 
almost, but form. Then a few 
independent churches sprung 
into existence, but they soon be- 
came almost as formal as the 
state church. Several years ago 
little groups were formed, which 
are called ‘‘coeur pur’’ (pure 
heart), and of course they are 
so much in advance of the others 
that they think they have it all. 
And so it is very hard.to make 
them believe that they have not 
the Baptism of the Holy Ghost. 
They have always been so sanc- 
timonious, orderly, precise, with- 


‘out manifestations such as we 
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have seen in early Methodism 
andother denominations in Amer- 
ica, that they are timid, if not 
very much afraid of anything 
of that kind. What little mani- 
festations there have been here 
in Switzerland turned out very 
bad, and they think all are of the 
same source. The German Swiss, 
while very prudent and careful 
in regard to the power of God, 
are not near,y as bad as the 
French Swiss. But, praise God! 
He is able, and our trust is in 
Him. Of course, all the pastors 
and leaders denounce this move- 
ment as of the devil, and warn 
their people against it. Alone 
in the work, with such opposi- 
tion, makes it very slow and dif- 
ficult. If we had a place where 
we could hold meetings, free of 
all, and where people could tarry 
for their Baptism, it would be a 
great advantage every way. 

I, therefore, earnestly request 
the united prayers of all the Pen- 
tecostal people in America for a 
real downpour of Holy Ghost 
power upon me and the dear peo- 
ple here, that they may receive 
their Baptism with the Bible ev- 
idence. Some have been waiting 
and tarrying for a long time un- 
der these unfavorable conditions. 
But praise God, He is working. 
There have been awakenings, 
healings, purifyings, etc., but 
we most anxiously wait for a 
real Pentecost here among the 
French speaking Swiss people. 

Any personal letters from 
Saints are truly appreciated, but 
every one ought not to expect a 
personal answer on account of 
time and money, Saturday being 
the only day not taken up.

Nikhela. Egypt, Feb. 10th, 1910. 
Dear Brother and Sister Tomlinson: 

Greetings in Jesus’ precious name 
from the land of Egypt. To Him be 
all praise and glory. O how I praise 
Him for sending me here. It is a land 
of terrible Mohammedan darkness; but 
O how I love these dear people; how I 
long to bring them all to Jesus. Thank 
God, some of them are turning to Him 
who alone can save them. There are 
many hungrysouls. The fields are ripe 
for harvest, but the laborers are few. 
Pray ye, therefore, that the Lord of 
the harvest will send forth more labor- 
ers to the harvest. 

Praise God for what is being done 
here in Assiout and some of the near 
villages. People are being saved, sanc- 
tified, healed, and baptized with the 
Holy Ghost, speaking with other tongues 
as they did on the day of Pentecost. 
Thank God! The Egyptian people are 
accepting the truth. We have a little 
mission, or church, here in Nikhela, 
and a company of faithful ones who ac- 
cept the whole truth. Ihave been here 
a few weeks, and am the only mission- 
ary here, only as Brother and Sister 
Brelsforn and Brother Noll come from 
Assiout for a few days. We havea 
house rented for a home and for the 
meetings. At first I had a native boy 
with me, but his father came and took 
him away, yet, thank God, it did not 
cause the work to stop, and we all ex- 
pect him to come back. He is sucha 
help in the work, and all the brothers 
here love him so much. 

Much of our work here is visiting 
from house to hose, and praying for the 
sick. Often they come for us before 
we get our breakfast, and many sick 
are healed, the lame walk, and Jesus is 
glorified. We go until so weary that 
it seems as though we could go no 
longer, but some one calls for us and 
God gives strength to go on. 

We never weary locking at the beau- 
ties of the land—the broad fields so 
green, with the thousands of villages 
surrounded with tall palm trees. Nik- 
hela is one of the villages about one 
mile from Abutig, where we go to take 
the cars; and since I have been here 
my foreign money orders come there. 
I have to go there on a donkey, and 
they call the distance ‘‘a half hour by 
donkey,’’ and from Assiout it is a ‘‘half 
hour by train.” 

The Presbyterians have had an Amer- 
ican Mission School at Assiout for 50 
years, which has done much in educa- 


ting the ple; and some le from 
Canada a a Holiness cision there. 


I am sorry they deny divine healing 
and speaking in tongues, but am glad 
the people have received some light 
from both, and are now hungry for 
more of God and they accept the whole 
truth. Glory to our God! 

I must tell you of our dear sisters in 
Egypt that have been ground down by 
Mohammedan laws that kept the women 
in seclusion, and still keeps them so, 
except when the English authorities 
let them go free, if they are where they 
can break away. They do not come into 
the congregation with the men, but we 
have rooms off from the congregation, 
with windows through, so that they 
can see and hear, and even testify if 
they get enough boldness in the Lord 
to do so. Then we have some special 
meetings for them. O, my dear brother 
and sister, pray for our sisters here, 
Pray that God will send more workers, 
and, pray that we may be able to reach 
more of the villages where they are 
begging us to come, and so far we have 
only been able to go and pray for the 
sick, and perhaps hold a street meeting. 

Would be glad to tell you more about 
this land and these dear people, but it 
is very difficult to find time to write 
letters, unless it is late at night after 
the meetings. 

This morning as I started to the post- 
office a crowd of women and little girls 
met me at the door and begged me to 
go to their house. It seems to delight 
their hearts so to have me say a few 
words to them, and pray with them. 

Love to all the dear ones in Cleve- 
land. God bless you all.

It Did the Work. 


One of the happiest instances of min- 
isterial skill and fidelity is recorded in 
the memoir of Rev. Thomas Brainerd, 
D. D., for thirty years a pastor in Phil- 
adelphia, Pa. Ata meeting of the lead- 
ing members of three city churches, 
called to raise money for an important 
new enterprise, there was little re- 


sponse in the way of subscription, 
though all applauded the object. Dr. 
Brainerd rose, faced the rich men, and 
thus addressed them: 

‘‘Brethren, the Lord has denied to you 
the privilege of exercising many of the 
most precious graces of the Christian 
character, which, ir. His-infinite mercy, 
He has vouchsafed to the rest of us. 
You never knew what it was to repose 
absolute, unassisted faith in God for 
the things of this world. You never 
had to go to sleep without knowing 
where your breakfast was to come from. 
You never had a sick child wasting 
away for the want of costly luxuries: 
You never had to deny yourself the 
gratification of the impulses of pity 
when a sufferer came to your door. You 
never had to endure the humiliation of 
being dunned for an honest debt, with- 
out knowing whether you could ever 
pay. All these unspeakable advantages 
in developing Christian character an in- 
scrutable providedce has taken from 
you and bestowed upon us poor men. 

‘‘The one solitary grace of the Christ- 
ian life which has been denied to us and 
given to you, is the grace of liberality, 
and if you don’t exercise that the Lord 
have mercy on your souls!”’ 

That bold appeal did the work. A 
smile crept over the face of one of the 
rich men, who drew to him the sub- 
scription paper and put down ten thou- 
sand dollars, and others followed his 
example, so that this meeting accom- 
plished what all the preceding meetings 
for consultation had failed to do. 

We need a new and far more exhaust- 
ive study of the mathematics, ethics 
and aesthetics of giving. We ought 
long since to have outgrown the simple 
sense of duty, and have risen to the 
high plane of privilege, in making 
money a motive power for everything 
good.—Selected.

PROPHECY OF HIS COMING. 

There is an old soldier in South Af- 
rica, a Dutch brother, who says that 
about ten years before the Boer and 
English War, a supernatural being ap- 
peared to him and said, ‘‘In 1899 there 
will be a war with the English, and 
you will be wounded, but you will not 
die. After the war there will be a 
united South Africa. After that there 
will be the greatest revival the world 
has ever krown, and the spiritual cli- 
max of that revival will be in South 
Africa. After that there will be the 
first resurrection. ’’ 

The South African war between the 
Boers and English came to pass in 1899. 
This brother was in the Boer army and 
was shot through the upper part of the 
head, and lay supposedly dead in the 
trenches. That night the men that 
were gathering up the wounded passed 
by and examined him, and one remarked, 
‘‘That fellow is shot through the head; 
no use of fooling with him.’’ So they 
left him, and he lay on the ground all 
night. Three times during the night 
the same angelic being appeared to 
him and repeated the same words as at 
the first, that in the war with the Eng- 
lish he would be wounded and not die; 
that there would be afterwards a united 
South Africa; then there would be the 
greatest revival the world had ever 
seen, which would reach its climax in 
South Africa; and-after that would be 
the first resurrection. 

He lay on the ground till morning, 
and the same men came by and looked 
at him, and one said, ‘‘I declare, that 
fellow is not dead yet; let’s take him 
into camp.’’ So he was brought to the 
hospital, and in time his head healed 
up; but a roaring remained in his head, 
similar, he said, to a train of cars. 
During the great revival in South Af- 
rica he came to Johannesburg to be 
prayed for, and the roaring instantly 
stopped. He is a Christian brother, 
and believes that this is the last great 
revival preceding the first resurrection. 

Now, four of these events have come 
to pass: First, the war of 1899; second, 
the soldier being shot and recovering; 
third, a united South Africa (which was 
formerly four independent states); 
fourth, the present world-wide revival 
which has been so powerful in South 


Africa. And now the people of God 
all over the world are looking for THE 
FIRST RESURRECTION, which will 
take place at Jesus’ coming for his 
bride. The greatest miracle the world 


has ever seen is liable to occur at any’ 


time, according to the promise in 1 
Thess. 4:16-17. 

This brings to mind a very similar 
prophecy given by Hudson Taylor, who 
has since gone tohis reward. He fore- 
told the war between Japan and Russia 
and its outcome, and said that it would 
be closely followed by a world-wide re- 
vival that would break out in Western 
Europe. This prophecy had its fulfill- 
ment in the Wales revival of 1904-5, 
followed by the outpouring of the Spirit 
in Los Angeles in 1906, and its spread 
over the world. Brother Taylor also 
said at the same time, ‘‘It is my con- 
viction that after this the Lord will soon 
come.’’ Our hearts echo, *‘Amen, even 
so come, Lord Jesus.’’ Prais , we 
look for His appegring. 






Angel¥¢ Ministry. 

It is written in Scripture: ‘‘He shall 
give His angels charge concerning thee, 
and they shall bear thee up in their 
hands lest thou dash thy foot against a 
stone.’’ Thisis a veritable promise of 
God, and it would not be strange if 
there should be instances of its literal 
fulfillment occurring here and there in 
the history of the Church. The story 
of Rutherford’s alleged rescue by a 
man in white from the well into which 
he had fallen as a little boy is well 
known. There are several such on rec- 
ord in the history of God’s saints, mod- 
ern as well as ancient. Praise God for 
them: they bring us comfort and make 
the Word very real: ‘‘Are they not all 
ministering spirits sent forth to minis- 
ter to them who shall be heirs of salva- 
tion?’’ The following incident seems 
to be a literal fulfillment: 

A good minister was once sent to a 
wild and dangerous part of Australia 
on an errand of duty and mercy. He 
traveled up too poor to be in any great 
danger from bushrangers or robbers, 
but as he came back he had to bring in 
his saddlebags a large sem of money, 
not his own, but belonging to the dying 
man he had been sent for to comfort. 
He knew that a dangerous robber was 
aware that he was riding along this 
lonely track through the bush with all 
this money about him, and when he got 
to one part of the road he felt so fright- 
ened that he thought he was not tgust- 
ing God as a Christian should. He 
wanted a little quiet, so he got off his 
horse and stood by it, with his eyes 
shaded against it, prayed for faith and 
courage not be afraid of bushranging 
robbers, and to be guarded against 
them. He prayed till he felt calm 


enough to ride on, and then he mounted 
his horse, and reached the townin safety 
with the money which he had in charge. 

Some time later he was once more 
called to visit a man on a sick bed, and 
he recognized him as the robber of whom 
he had been co afraid in his ride. This 
man had told him he had felt he could 
not die without confessing that on that 
day he had followed him, intending to 
rob and murder him, but could get no 
opportunity. 

‘“‘Why did you not doit when I got 
off my horse?’’ asked the minister in 
surprise. 

*‘I could not then,’”’ said the bushran- 
ger; ‘‘there were too many of you.”’
